REMARKS 



The Examiner rejected all claims based upon U.S. Patent No. 6,385,306 to Baxter, 
Jr. and U.S. Patent No. 6,507,643 to Groner. The effective dates of these references are 
their filing dates, which are March 2, 2000 and March 16, 2000, respectively. 

Applicant invented the subject matter of the instant invention prior to the effective 
date of either Groner or Baxter, Jr. as evidenced by the affidavit under 37 C.F.R. §1.131 
enclosed as Exhibit A. Part of Exhibit A is a document prepared by the Applicant prior 
to 2000 that evidences the conception and reduction to practice of the claimed invention. 
Therefore, the Groner and Baxter, Jr. references can no longer support a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. §§102(e) or 103. 

Therefore, reconsideration and allowance are respectfully requested. The 
Commissioner is authorized to charge Deposit Account No. 13-3393 for any insufficient 
fees under 37 CFR §§ 1 .

1. I am the named inventor in United States Patent Application Serial Number 10/037,985 
entitled TELECOMMUNICATION METHOD. 

2. I created the attached document with the title "Wireless Phone Pager" on or about the date 
typed at the bottom of the page (June 8, 1999) in the normal course of business, just as I have 
created many such documents. 

3. My normal practice is to create documents such as the attached document when I come up 
with an idea, and then I later sign and date them in the presence of a notary public to create a 
record of my invention time frame. I followed that practice in this case. 

4. Thus, the date that the attached document was created in my computer was June 8, 1999, and 
the date it was signed and notarized was May 19, 2000.

I also looked for similar services offered by 
telephone companies. 

8. No later than the end of 1999 I became satisfied my invention would work and that there was 
no technology like it available. I then signed the attached document and had it notarized in May 
2000 as indicated on the document. I kept the attached document in my file until my attomey 
asked me for it in preparation of this Declaration.
